Inspection  of  District. — Tliis  District  lias  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  jiast  year. 
Mr.  Francis  Lancaster,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  resigned  Ids  post  in  Hepteniber  last,  and 
IMr.  T.  Biki'r  rvas  appointed  to  the  office  on  October  1st. 

iSanitarp  Condition  and  Progress: — Water  Sapjdj/. — The  town  is  supiilied  witli  water 
by  means  of  a pumping  scheme  from  I)iy  Hill  Laithe,  laid  down  in  1.S9:},  and  this  lias 
yielded  an  abundant  supply.  This  year  shortness  of  supply  was  threatened  in  June,  but  it 
was  found  to  be  due  to  extensive  leakage  in  the  main  in  Manchestor-road,  and  this  was 
remedied.  A Deacon’s  waste  water  meter  was  jnirchased  by  the  Council  in  July,  with  a 
view  to  detecting  any  leakage  in  the  future.  A number  of  tire  hydrants  have  this  year 
been  placed  on  the  mains;  aaid  20  new  houses  have  been  connected  with  the  supply.  The 
average  daily  consumption  of  water  has  lieen  gallons  per  head. 

Seiceratje  and  Drainage. — (kuitracts  for  the  work  were  let  at  the  close  of  last  year,  in 
eonnection  with  the  scheme  for  sewerage  prepared  by  Messrs.  Brierley  & Holt,  engineers, 
of  Blackburn,  and  the  main  sewering  of  the  town  was  ]iractically  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  At  the  outfall  works,  the  main  effiuent  outfall  and  the  tinishing  of  the  filter  beds, 
and  preparation  of  the  subsequent  filtration  areas  have  yet  to  be  done,  before  the  work  of 
private  connections  with  house  property  can  be  commenced.  I have  to  thank  Messrs. 
Brierley  k Holt  for  the  following  details  of  the  work  completed  during  the  year : —

In  connection  with  the  above  there  are  74  manholes,  2o  lampholes,  and  12,  flushing  and 
ventilating  shafts.  Each  manhole  and  lamphole  acts  as  a ventilator. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WOPJvS. 

Screen  chambers  in  duplicate,  for  arresting  heavy  matter  and  detritus — completed. 
Precipitation  tanks,  3 in  niimber,  eacli  holding  33,200  gallons,  are  completed.  Filter  bods, 
3 in  immber,  with  media  composed  of  gravel,  sand,  and  polarite,  nearly  completed.  Total 
area  of  filters  = 200  square  yards.  Buildings  for  mixing  purposes,  storage,  &c.,  nearly 
completed.  Five  acres  of  land  are  now  being  laid  out  as  filtration  areas,  to  receive  effluent 
from  filter  beds,  being  closely  underdrained,  and  formed  with  requisite  roads,  carriers,  and 
distributing  wells,  with  effluent  outfall,  discharging  into  Butts  Beck. 

It  is  hoped,  that  the  main  sewerage  works  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  March  next. 
It  is  found,  that  a further  loan  will  be  necessary  for  sewerage  purposes. 

Pending  the  completion  of  the  maiir  sev'erage,  the  Council  should  frame  a series  of 
regulations  as  to  private  drainage  connections,  and  a clerk  of  private  drainage  should  be 
appointed  to  superintend  the  house  connections,  and  see  that  they  are  carried  ont  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Dis])Osal. — A large  number  of  the  privies  in  Barnohlswick  are 
still  of  the  covered  cessj:)!!  type,  though  in  i-ecent  years  many  of  these  have  been  converted 
into  privies  furnished  with  moveable  receptacles.  In  all  new  erections  moveable  receptacles 
are  provided.  At  the  present  time  there  are  aboxit  226  of  the  former  and  475  of  the  latter 
form.  When  the  new  sewerage  scheme  is  completed,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  majority  of 
these  will  be  converted  into  some  form  of  water-closet,  so  as  to  take  advantage  as  far  as 
possible  of  the  water  carriage  system  of  excrement  disposal.  Tlio  ashpits,  which  are  mostly 
dry  ashpits,  are  as  a rule  uncovered,  except  those  of  recent  erection.  The  removal  of  night- 
soil  and  ashpit  refuse  which  has  for  some  years  been  contracted  for,  was  in  March  of  this 
year  undertaken  by  the  Council,  who  for  this  purpose  purchased  two  horses  and  two  carts 
at  a cost  of  about  £135.  Three  men  are  employed  in  this  work.  They  are  also  emploj’ed 
in  leading  stone  for  tlie  roads,  and  at  such  times  the  scavenging  is  apt  to  be  neglected,  and 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  so  satisfactorily  carried  out  as  wdien  it  was  undertaken  by 
contract.  It  would  be  w'ell  if  the  Council  required  a weekly  return  to  be  made  b}-  the 
scavengers  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  of  the  number  of  pails  emptied,  and  the  number  of 
loads  of  night-soil  from  tanks,  and  of  ashpit  refuse,  instead  of,  as  at  present,  merely 
presenting  a time-sheet  stating  hours  of  labour. 

JJyelairs,  c^c.- — The  Board  adopted  the  model  byelaws  with  certain  modifications  with 
respect  to  “ New  Streets  and  Buildings,”  “ Slaughter  Houses,”  “ Common  Lodging  Houses,” 
and  “ Nuisances,”  and  these  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  August  25th, 
1891.  It  has  also  adopted  a form  of  Begidations  under  the  “Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Order,  1886,”  and  these  were  sealed  on  August  5th  of  the  same  year. 

Division  itito  Wards. — An  application  was  made  under  the  Local  Government  Act,. 
1888,  sec.  57,  to  the  County  Council,  for  the  division  of  this  District  into  four  Wards,  and 
an  Inquiry  was  held  to  consider  this  on  April  24th.  The  Order  was  granted  on  May  8th, 
dividing  the  town  into  North,  East,  West,  and  Central  Wards,  with  12  members. 

Barnoldsu’ich  Gas. — A Local  Government  Board  Inqv;iry  was  held  on  January  22nd, 
by  Col.  Luard,  R.E.,  into  the  application  cinder  the  Barnohlswick  Local  Board  (Gas)  Act, 
1893,  for  a loan  of  £1,500  for  gas  purposes.  Sanction  of  this  was  subsequently  received. 
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Infectious  Hospital. — In  1893,  during  an  outbreak  of  small-pox,  this  Authority 
fitted  up  a shed  at  the  Gas  Works  as  a temporary  hospital,  and  this  did  good  service 
in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease.  It  also  was  of  service  in  1894  for  the  same 
purpose,  but  has  fortunately  not  been  required  during  the  past  year.  This  arrangement, 
however,  can  only  be  looked  upon  as  a temporary  provision,  and  the  Council  will  have 
sooner  or  later  to  consider  the  cpiestion  of  providing  a permanent  hospital  erected  with 
regard  to  the  special  requirements  of  the  case,  for  the  isolation  of  other  infectious  diseases. 
This  can  be  done  either  alone,  or  in  combination  with  other  neighbouring  Authorities, 
Avhich  latter  method,  if  practicable,  is  more  economical. 

Acts  of  Parliament  Adopted. — The  “Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  188f),'’ 
and  the  “Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,”  Avere  adopted  in  Apiil,  and  came 
into  force  on  May  21st.  Parts  III  and  IV  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act, 
1890,  AV'ere  adopted.  Part  IV  came  into  operation  on  September  4tlp  189.),  and  Part  III  on 
Jan.  13th,  18t)G.  The  Public  Street  Works  Act,  1892,  Avas  adopted  on  October  23rd,  and 
came  into  force  on  November  2oth.  While  this  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  being 
the  first  Authority  in  the  Combined  District  to  adopt  the  “ Infectioxis  Disease  (Prevention) 
Act,  1890,”  it  is  necessary  to  point  out,  that  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  to  a large  extent, 
depends  n2)on  the  provision  of  certain  appliances,  auz  ; a steam  disinfecting  apparatus,  a 
public  mortuary,  and  a public  temporary  shelter,  and  that  until  these  are  provided,  the  Act 
Avill  to  a large  extent  remain  a dead  letter. 

Popidation. — At  the  census  of  1871  the  population  Avars  3,187,  and  that  of  1881  AA’as 
4,028.  At  the  1891  census  it  Avas  shown  to  be  4,131,  li\'ing  in  887  houses.  I have 
estimated  it  up  to  the  middle  of  1895  to  be  4,300,  living  in  1,090  houses,  or  an  average  of 
3-9  per  house. 

Births. — The  total  births  registered  Avere  183  in  number  (85  males  and  98  females). 
This  is  an  increase  of  51  upon  last  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth-rate  of  42 'b 
per  1,000  living,  as  compared  Avith  31-7  last  year,  and  31'0  in  1893.  The  natural  increase 
to  the  population  is  82,  as  compared  Avith  56  last  year,  and  53  in  1893. 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  returned  were  99  in  luunber  (49  males  and  50  females).  To 
these  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  two  persons  belonging  to  this  District  Avdio  died  in  the 
Skipton  Workhouse.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  23-4  per  1,000  living,  as 
compared  with  18-2  and  18‘3  in  the  tAvo  previous  years.

Tlie  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  the  highest  recorded.  The  death-rate  is  higher  than  it 
has  been  since  1879.  This  is  parth'  accounted  for  by  the  high  birth-rate  and  infant 
mortality.  The  infant  mortality  is  higher  than  it  has  been  since  1884,  and  indicates  that 
nearly  one  in  every  five  cliildren  born  dies  before  it  reaches  one  year  of  age.  Tlie 
percentage  to  total  deaths  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  and  under  five  years,  shows 
a large  increase,  amounting  in  the  latter  case  to  42-5  per  cent.  Among  pei’sons  aged  (!0 
and  upwards  there  were  34  deaths,  a per(;entage  to  total  deaths  of  33-(). 

Mrau  A(jc  at  Death. — The  mean  age  at  death  tliis  year  is  3.)-3  (3()-3  for  males  and 
34‘4  for  females),  as  compared  with  33-0  last  year,  and  d.')-!  in  1893.

Under  the  head  of  Zymotic  Diseases  12  deaths  were  returned,  equivalent  to  a zymotic 
rate  of  IVO  per  1000  living.  Of  these  7 were  due  to  diarrhoea  and  5 to  whooping  cough. 

Scarlatina. — No  death  was  returned  from  this  cause,  hut  13  cases  were  notified. 
These  were  isolated  outbreaks,  and  occurred  throughout  the  year  as  follows : — One  each  in 
January,  May,  August,  and  December  ; two  each  in  July  and  October ; two  in  one  house 
in  November ; and  three  in  two  houses  iu  June.  Precautions  were  given,  and  disinfectants 
supplied  in  all  cases. 

Diphtheria. — One  death  was  returned  from  diphtheria  in  a child  of  3 years  at  Gillions, 
in  December.  At  this  house  the  slopstone  pipe  was  disconnected  but  untrapped. 

Membranous  Croup. — A single  death  was  returned  as  due  to  this  cause  iu  a child  of  5 
months,  occurring  in  Westgate  iu  December. 

Typhoid  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  as  typhoid  fever  at  the  eud  of  December,  in 
St.  James’  Square.  The  patient  was  a man  of  37,  and  made  a good  recovery.  The  slop- 
stone  pipe  at  this  house  was  disconnected  but  untrapped. 

Erysipelas. — Three  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified  during  tlie  year.  All  wei’e 
females  and  over  five  years  of  age. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  Baruoldswick  in  December,  and  5 
deaths  were  returned  from  this  cause,  all  in  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

Diarrhoea.- — Seven  deaths  were  retm’iied  from  diarrhoea,  and  of  these  G were  those  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age.  A death  was  also  returned  in  an  adult  belonging  to  this 
District  and  occurred  in  the  Skipton  Workhouse, 

Slaughter-Houses,  Common  Lodging-Houses,  ^'c. — The  six  slaughter-houses  aud 
two  common  lodging-houses,  which  are  duly  registered,  have  been  regularly  inspected. 
In  one  instance  overcrowding  was  found  iu  one  of  the  common  lodging-houses,  and  this 
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was  abated  after  notice.  There  are  no  noxious  trades  in  the  Distiict.  No  instance  of 
unsound  meat  exposed  for  sale  has  come  to  my  notice.  The  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milk- 
shops  ai’e  duly  registered  and  inspected.

The  matters  ]e([uiring  the  attention  of  the  Council  ai'e: — 

1.  The  completion  of  the  main  sewerage  scheme  and  outfall  works,  and  the 

framing  of  a series  of  regulations  as  to  the  private  drainage  connections 
therewith,  and  sujierintendence  of  the  same. 

2.  The  ])ollution  of  the  streams  by  solid  and  other  refuse  being  absolutely  for- 

bidden by  the  “Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act,  1876,”  and  the  “Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,”  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent 
such  pollution  in  futui'e. 

3.  To  provide  a j)roper  “ steam  disinfector,”  a “ public  mortuary,”  and  a 

“ tem])orary  shelter,”  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  “ Infe<!tious 
Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890.” 

4.  To  consider  the  (piestion  of  the  jjrovision  of  a permanent  hospital  for  the 

pro])er  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  either  alone  or  in  combination 
with  other  neighbouring  Authorities.
